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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claim 11-14, drawn to method of diagnosing stress urinary incontinence, 
classified in class 435, subclass 6. 

II. Claim 16, drawn to method for treating a patient having urinary incontinence, 
classified in class 514, subclass 2. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions of group I and II are biologically and functionally different and distinct from 
each other and thus one does not rend the other obvious. The methods of group comprise steps 
which are not required for or present in the method of diagnosing stress urinary incontinence: 
administration of inhibitor to a patient (group II). The end result of the methods are different: 
diagnosing (group I), and treating (group II). Thus, the operation, function, and effects of these 
different methods are different and distinct from each other. Therefore, the inventions of these 
different groups are patentably distinct. Furthermore, searching the inventions of group I and II 
would impose a serious burden because the search for diagnosing stress urinary continence is not 
coextensive with a search for method of treating a patient having urinary incontinence. 

2. Additionally, each group named above is subject to further restriction. Applicant is 
required to further elect a specific gene or combination of genes to which the claims will be 
limited for group I. For group II, Applicant is required to elect a specific inhibitor or a specific 
combination of inhibitors to which the claims will be limited. This is NOT an election of species . 
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Nucleotide sequences encoding different proteins are structurally distinct chemical compounds 
and are unrelated to one another. These sequences are thus deemed to normally constitute 
independent and distinct inventions within the meaning of 35 U.S. C. 121. Absent evidence to 
the contrary, each such nucleotide sequences are presumed to represent an independent and 
distinct invention, subject to restriction requirement pursuant to 35 USC 121 and 37 CFR 1.141. 
By statute, "[i]f two or more independent and distinct inventions are claimed in one application, 
the Commissioner may require the application to be restricted to one of the inventions." 35 
U.S.C. 121 . Pursuant to this statute, the rules provide that "[i]f two or more independent and 
distinct inventions are claimed in a single application, the examiner in his action shall require the 
applicant... to elect that invention to which his claim shall be restricted." 37 CFR 1 . 142 (a). See 
also 37 CFR 1. 141(a). Searching more than one of the claimed patentably distinct sequences 
represents a serious burden to the office. 

3. Claims 1-10 link(s) inventions of group I (claims 11-14). The restriction requirement 
between the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claims 1-10. 
Upon the indication of allowability of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the 
linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all 
the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be rejoined and fully examined for 
patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1. 104 Claims that require all the limitations of an 
allowable linking claim will be entered as a matter of right if the amendment is presented prior to 
final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted after final rejection are
